Johnny J. Jones Exposition 
Again Feature Attraction 


Attendance Records for Op<a- 
ing Day Are Broken 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 28.—The forty- 
second annual event of the Canadian 
National Exhibition Company opened 
today most auspiciously, the guests of 
the occasion being Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British Ambassador at Wash- 
dngton, D. C.., and Sir Thomas Lipton, 
and the special attraction of the day 
was the assemblage of all Victoria 
Cross men now in Canada as well all 
veterans of The Great War. The 
weather was cloudy and cool, put 
brought out a gate attendance almost 
double that of last year’s opening 
date, and the gross receipts of the 
Johnny J. Jones Exposition for the 
day were more than double those of 
last year, 


Last year the attendance reached the 
total of 1,201,000, a figure never before 
attained even by the monster World's 
Fairs in the same number of consecu- 
tive days.

May Soon Be Opened in New York By Robert 


Milton—Would Be Complete Workshop For 


Making and Staging 


of Own Productions 


—Plans Call For Company of Ten Players 


New York, Aug. 28.—New York may soon 
bave a repertory theater on the style of the 
Continental enterprises of that type. It is 
said that Robert Milton, the stage director, eX- 
pects to get a Broadway playhouse now build- 
ing for that purpose. If the theater is finished 
before January 1 the company will be installed 
then. but if its completion is delayed beyond 
that date then he will not start till the fol- 
lowing fall. 

Mr. Milton’s plans call for a company of 
ten pluyers and he expects to stage from six 
to ten plays each season, The members of the 
company will be thus insured a wide range of 
parts. Long-term contracts will be issued them 
and at the finish of the season they will share 
in the profits. Some of the plays will be sent 
on tour and the actors will similarly share in 
the profits from these. 

It is intended that the theater shall be a 
complete workshop for the making and staging 
of its own productions. The costumes and 
scenery will be designed and fabricated on the 
premises. A novel feature of the theater will 
be a scenic studio at the back of the stage, 
but separated from the stage by a fire wall. 
This will allow several productions to be 
stored in the theater and save the expense of 
hauling from a storehouse. 

The plan of operation will be to start a 
play in the usual fashion and play a new piece 
after a few weeks at special matinees, then to 
put the new play on for a single night each 
week, then for two nights while a new piece 
is being played at special matinees. In this 
way three plays will be running at the same 
house concurrently and by gradually getting 


FACTIONS CONFER

SEVERUS SCHAFFER ACT, “TANAGRA,” 
CANCELED AFTER V. A. F. GETS BUSY 


Readers of The Billboard will remember the activities of the Variety Artistes’ Federation, 
plus the attitude of demobilized sailors and soldiers and comrades of the great war, brought about 
the cancelation of the contract of Severus Schaffer at Gravesend on June 10 last Severus is 
now being handled by Frank Lurin, a snipe ten percenter, who vowed dire revenge on the Va- 
riety Artistes’ Federation., He inveigled Julius Darewski to book what he descr.bed as the lat- 
est and greatest coutinental illusion act, entitled ‘‘Tanagra,"’ canceling Schaffer’s name. Darew- 
ski handles the Arcadia Theater, Southend-on-Sea, in which he is assoriated with Herman and 
Max Darewski and Ernest Rolls, making a quartet of brothers. ‘‘Tanagra’’ opened August 23 
and flopped badly, so Julius suggested the items in ‘‘Tanagra’’ appear in the flesh and do their 
individual acts. This was done, but on Thursday, August 26, rumor reached the Variety Ar- 
tistes’ Federation, which, altho Argus-eyed, cannot card index every weekly program in ‘Great 
Britain, and inquiries were made, with the consequence that Julius Darewski canceled the Schaffer 
act there and then. Julius pleaded entire ignorance of knowledge that there was any embargo 
on the foreign juggler and is withholding four nights’ salary on the ground that Lurin wilfully 
withheld material facts from him as to nationality. Bert Levy was playing opposition, so 
probably can inform the powers that be in America that the Variety Artistes’ Federation acted 
effectively within half an hour of verifying the facts.

caff on bebalf of the Germans and Austrians. Despite the fact that official Belgium refused to 

grant permission for Max Herol Kenorah, I. A. L,, to enter its territory, the Belgian delegates, 
Stas and Laeccson, made repeated and repeated overtures to the VY. A. F. to lift the bar against 
these ex-enemies| The stubbornness of the British organization on this point was commented 
upon, but the reply came back quickly across the table, ‘“‘When an Englishman says no he means 
no.’ As regaris the Internationale, all were agreed on the principle of the necessity for the 
establishment of some such bureau, but the Britix-h were of the opinion that a secretariat was 
not necessary and that all the work required could be performed by the officials in the various 
territories to which their organizations belonged Vijette, however, was out for an office, but 
the English view prevailed, and for the next few montha—nntil the next Congress, the work 
will be by correspondence. This Congress will meet in Holland, at Rotterdam, when it is hoped 
that the A. A. F. will be able to have a delegate present, and there is the possibility of the 
I. A. L. getting into Nolland without any difficulty. 


FINANCIAL ASPECTS OF THE “INTERNATIONALE” 


The question of the payments for the upkeep of the bureau occupied a lot of time, as the 
French were out for the payment per capita, whilst the Danish Artistes, as represented by Pieri 
Hoffland, thought that, whilst that would suit their numerically small union, it would hardly 
be fair to the others. The British were against the per capita payment, as their payment 
would, by virtue of their numbers, be greater than all the organizations represented combined. 
In the end the matter of payment of the money necessary for the working of the International 
Bureau was got over by a resolution that each Fedreation contribute an amount as apn organiza- 
tion and that the amount be decided at the Rotterdam Conference. The French moved an 
amendment that the amount be paid per capita and lost, they being the only ones to vote in 


favor. 
PROPOSED CONSTITUTION 


Monte Bayly, representing Britain; Villette, representing France; Stas, representing Bel- 
gium, and Hoffland, representing Denmark, formed the commission to draw up a suggested form 
of constitution, and the following were agreed to provisionally: 

1. The functions of the Internationale Bureau are to draw up au equitable contract or con- 
tracts suitable for the conditions which obtain in France, Belgium, Denmark or any other coun- 
tries which are, or may be, represented on the Internationale Bureau 

To do all in its power to secure the adoption of such contract or contracts by the man- 
agements concerned, 

To secure special railway facilities for artistes traveling in the countries represented on 
the Internationale lureau. 

4. To insist that all members represented on the Internationale Bureau accept no other 
forms of contract than those recognized by the Internationale Bureau 

5. Each organization must supply the other organizations with the names, descriptions 
and lines of business of suspended or expelled members and other undesirables, 

6. No section affiliated to the Internationale Bureau shall take any action likely to affect 
any other section without first consulting the section or sections so affected. 

7. That in the event of any action being taken against any management with the unanimous 
consent of the Internationale Bureau, each organization represented on the Internationale Bureau 
shall render every possible assistance to the section affected 

8 No strike shall be called by any section involving any other section or sections unless 
the territorial organization responsible makes adequate financial arrangements for the succor of 
the nonterritorial members affected. 

9. All information pertaining to the music hall business, such as relating to managers, 
agents, halls, as well as the finances, dangerous clauses in contracts, railway travel and routes, 
customs regulations, license laws, ete, shall be exchanged, and inquiries of one organization re- 
lating to these subjects shall be answered by the others. The organizations shall also give legal 
advice on professional topics to each other. ; 

10. In all awards made to, or agreements entered into by any of the affiliated organiza- 
tions, by or with any person or persons, it shall be arranged that the same rights and privileges 
secured by the home organization shall extend to the members of the affiliated organizations.

Gives Interesting Interview

New York, Aug. 26.—Remember the story 
of the little girl who stuck out her tongue 
and thumbed her nose at a playmate? When 
her mother remonstrated with her and asked 
her if she didn’t know that making faces was 
inspired by the devi] the little girl replied 
cheerily that maybe the devil had inspired the 
nose thumbing, but that sticking out her tongue 
Was strictly her own idea. And when Taylor 
Holmes, Stage and screen star, decided at the 
age of 17 that he would go on the stage it 
was his own idea, as his parents had never 
been even remotely connected with theatricals. 

Interviewing Mr, Holmes this afternoon in 
the A. H, Woods offices, I discovered the rea- 
son for his ability to work successfully both 
for the screen and speaking stage. His eyes

seen, and his voice is clear, concise and adapted 
for the theater. Altho he is endeavoring to 
do more serious things, it is easy to understand 
why he is generally cast in comedy roles. 
He loves good stories and he loves to relate 
them, and is as exuberant as a boy just out 
of school.

TAYLOR HOLMES 
Gives Interesting Interview 


Screen and Stage Star Now Ap- 
pearing in ‘‘Crooked Gam- 
blers’”’ Reviews His 


Career

New York, Aug. 26.—Remember the story 
of the little girl who stuck out her tongue 
and thumbed her nose at a playmate? When 
her mother remonstrated with her and asked 
her if she didn’t know that making faces was 
inspired by the devi] the little girl replied 
cheerily that maybe the devil had inspired the 
nose thumbing, but that stick:ng out her tongue 
Was strictly her own idea. And when Taylor 
Holmes, Stage and screen star, decided at the 
age of 17 that he would go on the stage it 
was his own idea, as his parents had never 
been even remotely connected with theatricals. 

Interviewing Mr, Holmes this afternoon in 
the A. H, Woods offices, I discovered the rea- 
son for his ability to work successfully both 
for the screen and speaking stage. 
are about the most 


His eyes 
impressive I have ever 
seen, and his voice is clear, concise and adapted 
for the theater. Altho he is endeavoring to 
do more serious things, it is easy to understand 
why he is generally cast in comedy 
He loves good stories and he loves to relate 
them, and is as exuberant as a boy just out 
of school. 

Finally, insisting that I must have an inter- 
view or “‘bust,’” Mr. Holmes reviewed a little 
of his past. 

“I associated myself at any early age with 
a dramatic studio in Chicago,” he said, ‘‘and 
appeared first in George Bernard Shaw's ‘Can- 
dida’, As Mr. Shaw insisted on casting the 
play himself, and this made it an impossibility, 
we started giving subscription performances 
and gave twenty performances with 
selling at $5 apiece. You can readily see that 
there was some money made in the venture 

“Well, it happened that William Archer, the 
famous English critic, was in Chicago at the 
time, and he appeared impressed with my 
work. ‘My dear boy’, he told me, ‘come over 
to London. You are a young, nervous actor, 
with force and youth, and we need such as you 
on the English stage, fr all the nervous actors 
there are old men?

“It struck me as being a very good idea, 
and so I went to England and nearly starved 


to death Thru their slow English methods 
of procedure I nearly perished from hunger 
before I could even locate Archer. Finally,

etairs that creaked dismally, and when I en- 
tered his ‘study’ I shall forget the 
sight that greeted me. There was the great 
Archer seated at a desk that was part table 
and part set on top of the 
There was a bed in the big bare room 
and over the bed was an autographed photo- 
graph of Ibsen—for Archer was an intimate 
friend of both Thsen and Shaw. 

“I asked Mr. Archer for a letter of recom- 
mendation to the managers. 

My dear boy,” he said, ‘any letter that I 
wrote for you would simply damn you, for I 
have so severely criticized plays that the mana- 
gers have no love for me and would no doubt 
give anyone I sent them a cool reception.’ 

“*Well, that’s very encouraging,’ I re- 
marked, thinking of the voyage to England 
and how highly he had spoken of my work in 
Chicago. But I could not get him to change 
his mind and so left him. I finally managed 
to get into communication with George Ber- 
nard Shaw.

Returns From South America 


Says That the Show Business Is 
Very Prosperous There— 
Public Likes 
Magic 
New York, Aug, 27.—Servais LeRoy, of Le- 
Roy, Talma and Bosco, the well-known ma- 
gicians, has just arrived in town from South 
America, In an interview with The Billboard 
today Mr. LeRoy said that conditions in 
South America are very good in the show busi- 
ness, Te has been there four months playing 

two tbeaters, 

Mr. LeRoy says that the South American 
tour now consists of one theater, the Casino, 
Buenos Aires, Argentine, where an act may 
remain three consecutive months. Most acts 
are engaged for two months only. There is a 
possible seven days in LaPlata and probable 
ten days in Montevideo, Beyond this the 
only possibility of further time would be in 
connection with the picture shows, where sal- 
aries are very small indeed. Fifteen dollars 
a day is considered a big salary in these 
houses, 

The public’s reception is marked by their 
delight for magic of the old school. What we 
no longer tolerate they think is very fine in- 
deed, says Mr, LeRoy. At the Casino they 
are playing to wonderful business. The Ca- 
sino, says Mr. LeRoy, is a veritable gold mine. 
The people have no other place to go for their 
amusement and they are willing to pay any- 
thing. Money is plentiful and no objection is 
made to prices. But now the Casino is play- 
ing wrestling matches and it will be perhaps 
three or four months before the big theater 
resumes ite vaudeville policy. 

A peculiarity of the Casino audience is that 
it is composed entirely of men in the evening 

The matinees at the Casino are filled with 
women and children, and they pack into the 
huge theater every Thursday, Sunday and fete 
days. The Casino management finds that 
vaudeville pays better than wrestling programs, 
which formerly held the stage at this house 
a majority of the time. 

Richard Pitrot is now the only accredited 
agent for acts in this country for acts playing 
the Casino. The theater managers discovered 
that they could formerly get acts very cheaply 
from other parts of Europe, because of the 
low rates of exchange, but the actor discovered 
this, too, and consequently raised his prices 
accordingly, so that the American artist now 
has an equal chance with the Enropean turn. 

“Any acts going there should be sure ther 
are being paid in American money and NOT 
its presumed equivalent in Argentine moner,” 
sars Mr. LeRoy. “They would not do a dirty 
trick, I am sure, for they are very honorable 
men, but just the same they would take ad- 
vantage of what they would consider their 
legal rights in the matter,”’ be adds.

New York, Aug. 26.—Evelyn Blanchard has 
placed Katherine Roth with Gordon Eldrid in 
a new act. Mr, Fidrid was known over the 
big time in bis act, ‘“‘Won by a Leg.”

Played in First New 


| York Production and Made Role 
of Cadeaux Masterpiece 


The ‘most interesting theatrical announce- 


ment ¢hut has been made in a long time is

| “E aminie,"’ with Francis Wilson and DeWolf 
‘| Hopper. While it will be Mr. Hopper's first 


| appearance in the part of Ravennes, 
@eedless to remark that it will 
Wilson’s debut as Cadeaux. 

Mr. Wilson was in the first New York pro- 
duction of “Erminie,” which took place at 
the Casino Theater on May 10, 1887. The 
opera, the book and lyrics of which are by 
Claxson Bellamy and Harry Paulton, with mu- 
sic by Edward Jacobowski, was played on 
that occasion by the following cast: 

Princess de Grampaneau, Jennie Weathersby; 
Marquis de Ponvert, Carl Irving; Eugene Mar- 
cel, Hi, Pepper; Chevalier de Brabazon, Max 
Freeman; Vicomte de Brissac, C, L. Weeks; 
Urminie, Pauline Mall: Cerise, Manion Manola; 
Javotte, Agnes Folsom; Marie, Victoria Schil- 
ling; Delaunay, Rose Beaudet; Cadeaux, Fran- 
cis Wilson; Ravennes, W. S. Daboll; Dufois, 
Murry Woods; Simeon, A. W. Mapiin; Sergeant, 
J. A. Furey. 

' “Erminie” played at the Casino for 150 
j performances, and then went on the road for 
twenty-three weeks. It played the Casino again 
, January 16, 1888, and ran there till May 12 of 
/ the same year. Once more it returned to 
the same house on November 20, 3889, and ran 
till January 4, 1890. During this engagement 
Mr, Wilson was not in the cast, James T. 
Powers taking his place. The other parts were 
played by Pauline Hall, Eva Davenport, Sylvia 
Gerrish, Blanche Roberts, Edwin Stevens, 
Charles Campbell, John E, Brand, A. W. 
Mafilin and Ellis Ryse. During the last nights 
of the run Pauline Hall's brother became seri- 
ously ill and died, and Miss Hall left the cast. 
Hier role was sung by Grace Golden. At the 
\ last performance Rudolph Aaronson, the mana- 
| ger, conducted the orchestra. 


Francis Wilson made several subsequent re- 
vivale of ‘‘Erminie,’’ and his playing of ‘“Ca- 
deaux’’ was considered a masterpiece. At vari- 
ous times he had in his company Lulu Glaser, 
Edward P. Temple, later the well-known stage 
@irector; Henry E. Dixey, Lillian Russell, 
Thomas Q, Seabrooke and Christie McDonald. 
The music of ‘“‘Erminie’” seemed perennially 
popular, and the “Lullaby” was whistled 
from one end of the country to the otber. 
It will be most interesting to see if it etill 
retains its appeal. Some of the lesser known 
works of Gilbert & Sullivan made an uwunex- 
pected hit with the present generation when 
they were played last year by the company at 
the Park Theater, and the reception given 
“Erminie’’ will be awaited with interest by 
those who believe there is room in the theatric- 
al world for periodical revivals of the old, 
worth-while comic operas. 


On the occasion of the last revival of *‘Er- 
minie’” by Francie Wilson William Broderick 
was the Ravennes. Others in the cast were 
Marguerite Sylva, Jessie Bartlett Davis, Madge 
Lessing, Jennie Weathersby and Lulu Glaser. 

The first performance of “‘Erminie’’ at the 
Casino Theater, New York, was notable for a 
“strike’’ on the part of Francis Wilson. The 
story goes that he was under contract to Ru- 
dolph Aaronson, the manager, to play the part 
of Cadeaux for $500 weekly. He made a tre- 
mendous hit on the road and told Aaronson 
two weeks before the New York opening that 
he wanted $1,000. Aaronson refused, and Wil- 
son gave him his two weeks’ notice, which he 
had prepated beforehand. Aaronson, thinking 
he was fooling, paid no attention to the notice, 
In fact, he was so far convinced that Mr. 
Wilson was “kidding” him that he did not en- 
gege anyone to take his place. 

Francis Wilson, on his part, said nothing to 
Aaronson about the matter, and things went 
along as usual until the opening night in New 
York, whei Aaronson found that Wilson was 
not jn the theater as curtain time approached. 
The house was packed and Aaronson resorted 
to all sorts of expedients to bold the audience 
while he went on a bunt for his comedian,

Finally he located Wilson by telephone. Aaron- 
son wanted to know why Wilson was not at 
the theater. Wilson replied: “I’m not in your 
company. I gave you my notice two weeks 
ago?’ “I thought you were fooling,’’ said 
Aaronson, ‘You know I can’t pay you @ 
thousand dollars a week.” “I know I won't 
work for less,” retorted Wilson. “Come down 
to the theater and I'll sign anything,”’ cried 
Aaronson. “‘All right,’’ was the reply. ‘I’ve 
got the contract in my pocket, and after you 
sign it, don’t think I’m going to leave it in 
my dressing room, It’s going right back in 
my pocket and going to stay there all thru 
the show.” So started the first New York 
performance of “Erminie.’”

We presume there are some tent show mana- 
gers who still are sending the band up town 
for the night concert instead of having it 
played in front of the tent where the show is 
and where you really want the crowd to as- 
semble. 

It seems to me so utterly wrong and con- 
trary to the best interests of the show for a 
band to go up town and draw a crowd for the 
picture houses and drug stores. And note this 
fact: When the band goes back to the lot the 
crowd DOES NOT FOLLOW. The day is pzst 
when a crowd will follow a small band—or a 
big one either. You can not draw them more 
than once during the evening and you are 
lucky to get them once. 

The band on ite way up town meets the 
people on their way to the tent and turns 
them back—in THE WRONG DIRECTION. 

Think it over, managers. Don’t take offense 
at this gentle reminder of your mistake. Your 
interests are my interests. 

I've been in the business nearly forty years 
and heve studied these problems very care- 
fully and seriously. I would not tell you 
wrong. 

My advice is: Play your concert In front 
of the tent where your show is, where you 
want the crowd. Think how good it looks to 
see a crowd in front of the tent. That in it- 
self is a GOOD BALLYHOO. Ever think of 
that? Some of you probably have not. 

Never pley away from the tent at night. 
You take money out of your own pocket when 
you do. Advertise the concert to be given at 
the tent and give it there. Let the boys bring 
out their racks and play a nice Mttle overture 
or selection or a solo number. 

If you carry a band at all have a good one. 
A poor band hurts business and is far worse 
than no band at all. 

You are now paying good salaries—see that 
you get good men. Above all, have a good 
leader, one whom you have confidence tn; who 
knows his business. Let him select the men 
for you. The difference in cost of a good mu- 
sician is very slight—may be $5 a week—but 
the difference in drawing power IS VERY 
GREAT. 

Don’t be penny wise and pound foolish. Hir- 
ing cheap musicians is false economy and re- 
ally expensive. 

Don't try to play a big selection in the open 
air on a windy day. You can’t turn pages 
in the wind. 

Don’t try to play a selection or even a song 
or @ medley unless you have two altos for 
harmony. It will sound empty if you do. A 
bass and two altos is the foundation of a small 
band. A bags drummer who reads IS VERY 
ESSENTIAL.

To the Editor: 

Dear Sir—Permit me to congratulate Fred 
High, of tue Cuicago branch of The Bullboard 
staff, for his masterful article in the August 
14 issue of The Billboard, entitled ‘‘Should a 
Circus Pay a License?’ It certainly takes a 
paper like The Bullboard to try and awaken 
the owners and managers of circuses and carni- 
vals to the fact that they have certain rights 
in their hne of business, just the same as 
other legitimate lines who have to display their 
Wares and are permitted to do go without be- 
irg sandbagged by a lot of narrowminded, 
would-be Councilmen who really don't realize 
that the war is now at an end. 

Yet if the managers would just assert half 
of their rights they would find that they have 
the same privilege to sell their goods as has 
any storekeeper. But they offer the same ex- 
cuse: ‘“‘No time to bother,’’ and continue to 
submit to all kinds of shakedowns with rubes 
who think all they have to do is to put in any 
old claim and the circus will settle without 
argument. 

Let met tell you of a few instances that 
I have persona‘ly seen perpetrated on shows 
with which I have been connected the last 
few years. Take the case of Howe's Great 
London Shows in Massachusetts this year. I 
had my license for the parade and along comes 
a driver of a laundry wagon who would not 
get out of the way. The driver was a smart 


aleck but could not control the horse when 
the calliope frightened the animal. The horse 
dashed into a crowd of children—some were 
hurt—and tho the circus was not to blame it 
Was attached for $31,000. 

If an automobile scares a horse the owner 
of the machine cannot be attached, as he has a 
license to drive thru the streets. Circus li- 
cense calls for parade, and that is the only 
grounds any city or town can legally collect 
license from any sbow. It is all bunk when 
you are playing on another man’s property 
that the city can collect a license from the 
circus for the use of the streets for a parade. 
They might get a small fee, but otherwise I 
would gamble if the owner would just get to 
those fellows a few times and sue the city, 
that abuse would be fixed and would save the 
showfolks a lot of money. 

In 1918 when as general agent for Sig Sau- 
telle I went into that highbrow town, Win- 
chester, Mass. I met the Mayor, who was 
going to hold a meeting that night. Would I 
lenve my address and he would send the Ii- 
cense? I did so, and believing everything 
all right billed the town and went to my next 
stand, Wakefield. The next day I received 
a letter from the Mayor saying he had de- 
cided not to grant license to any circus that 
year. I returned to Winchester and told the 
chesty Mr. Mayor that I intended to play his 
town whether he liked it or not, and if he 
tried to prevent me I would sue the city. We 
played and they never even gent after. license 
money. 

Another time, when with Jones Bros’ Circus 
at Gloversville, N. Y., the Mayor positively 
refused to grant me a license, so I got a jot 
outside of the town and made my other ar- 
rangements. Then the Chief of Police seid that 
the Mayor wished to see me, and with dignity 
the Mayor declared he ‘‘would not perm:t my 
show to unload or pull thru the streets.” I 
told his lordship thar he would find ont cif- 
ferent. After I had put up a determined fight 
for my rights we gave our parace and it only 
cost 35 tickets and then his Mayorship came 
around and offered me cigats and wanted to 
be fmendly. All this proves that showmen 
should STICK TOGETHER and fight for their 
rights and cease KNOCKING. 

This sort of condition exists in the opera 
house line as well. Last year I was ahead of 
a good musical show that did tremendous busi- 
ness on tour. Had with me two great circus 
billposters, and we certainly did spread our 
fine line of paper. But a number of kid-glove- 
Willy«f-the-cane variety agents were knock- 
ing our show, yet they were incapable of lay- 
ing out a twenty-four-sheet of paper. At Salt 
Lake City the manager wanted to know why 
our show was being knockel. Also the Boise, 
Id., manager was present—we were contracted 
for his house later—and I learned from him 
that it was these agents who did not inke our 
method of progressiveness; for we billed all 
around them. To square themselves they 
wanted to roast our show. 

Again back to the circus: At Duluth the 
John Robinson Show bad a few unruly negroes 


who got in trouble, and the knockers tried to 
kill the show, just as if these same conditions 
do not happen in any city where mixed races 
predominate, The slow was not to blame for 
the unfortunate occurrences yet had to suffer 
in consequence of the acts of others. I was 
mighty glad to see The Billboard get after this 
class of roasters who call themselves showmen 

If managers would just get together an 
not say “‘let the other fellow fight my battles 
for me,” conditions would be much better. 

Take the railroads for example. Mr. [odd 
and Ed C. Warner have been endeavoring to 
get the showmen together for a long time, but 
have failed. If everybody would put bls 
shoulder to the wheel show managers could 
get a reasonable rate. Unless some radical 
steps are taken immediately the  show- 
men will find themselves ‘‘buffaloed" by the 
railroads. Unless they get busy at once for 
some relief from this oppression no show wit 
be able to move next season. This is a crying 
menace that needs immediate attention 

Also the printed contract is rotten in its 
present form. Lot contracts are simply farcical 
in their various clauses. Supposing a mano 
owns a nice Jot; he is not going to make 
three entrances at his expense, or he has a 
fine ball ground or far ground or it is wire 
fenced, is he going to let you tear it down 
to make three entrances as per your contri t? 
He is not! 

It costs the shows extra money to have 
those absurd clauses in contracts. They have 
enough to pay out with bay at $50 and $55 per 
ton. Also water contracts read ‘‘from 6 a.m. 
to 7 p.m.,” with a man to attend to it fr 
thirteen hours when their pay is $5 per day 
and the day's work is eight hours—and some 
shows only want to pay $2.50 for water aod 
se.vice. Imagine all this bunk and waste of 
good energy! 

The license blank is likewise a huge joke. 
It reads as if they were granting a permit t 
run the show in the streets and is a detr ment 
to an agent trying to get his license It 
mentions “Oriental Dancers." That antsgon- 
izes the officials at once. Time to fix thit is 
the day of opening—and not when an agent 
is trying to arrange for his show. All these 
trying obstacles should be eliminated to make 
for gensible business method. Dignify the 
outdoor show business and it will win the re 
spect it deserves. 


In closing I hope The Billboard will con- 
tinue to agitate thie subject until justice comes 
out of chaos and managers arise to as-et 
their rights in every town visited. Remem' 
the railroats are commogp carriers, and if you 
all join hands and fight for the common good 
of the outdoor showmen you will be saving 
money for yourselves and building for better 
conditions,

Waterloo Ready for Convention 


Plans Made for Entertainment—Hotels Co-Opera- 
ting—Hippodrome Being Prepared for 
Programs—Keys of City 
to Guests 


Delegates to the International Lyceum and 
Chautangua Association convention, to be held 
in Waterloo, Iowa, September 12 to 19, inclu- 
sive, are assured a royal welcome and enter- 
tainment on behalf of @he citizens. Realizing 
the importance of this convention, the Waterloo 
Committee on Arrangements is working overtime 
to pave the way so that when the members of 
the association arrive they will find clear sailing. 

This committee is headed by A. W. 
chairman, and has for other members Harry 
B. Kiester, W. I. Atkinson and E. S. Estel. 
These men have secured the co-operation of vari- 
ous civic bodies and individuals in making plans, 
and no stone will be left unturned to guarantee 
delegates and others attending the convention 
a pleasant stay in the city. 

The first big work of the committee was to 
get the co-operation of the local press in setting 
before the public the meaning of the convention 
and what it will bring to Waterloo in the way 
of high-grade entertainment, A carefully 
planned advertising campaign is now being exe- 
cuted. Weekly and daily papers within a radius 
of one hundred and fifty miles of this city are 
being supplied with material on the convention 
and the entertainment programs, while adver- 
tisements are being sent to all papers judged 
by the committee as being productive of results, 
Many of the leading dailies of the State, some 
a considerable distance from Waterloo, have 
carried articles pertinent to the convention, and 
it is belleved that such an advertising and 
publicity campaign will bring people to this 
city from scores of towns and cities, 

The matter of hotel and rooming accommoda- 
tions has also been given attention by the com- 
mittee, Hotel managers of seven leading hotels 
“have agreed to reserve a minimum of 325 rooms 
for the week at rates ranging from $1.50 to $3 
per day for two in a room without bath. Rooms 
with bath are to be seecured in most instances 
at a corresponding higher rate. 

It is also planned to establish a burean of in- 
formation in the Hotel Russell-Lamson, or some 
other public building, where private parties 
having rooms to let for the week will report. 
By this method the committee believes there 
will be no lack of accommodations, Rooms in 
private homes will be secured only with families 
of good character. For those who want to 
camp, free camping sites will be offered on the 
convention grounds, amid beautiful trees and 
necessible to good water. Should necessity de- 
mand, cots will be placed in the iarge and well- 
ventilated automobile exhibition hall at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress grounds, and sleeping 
quarters will be afforded at the cost of cot 
rental. 

The Hippodrome is being prepared for the 
convention and programs. This splendid, big 
auditorium will be theroly cleaned and decorated 
in a tasteful manner, A word about this ideal 
building: It has a seating capacity affording 
comfortable seats for 6,500, it is lighted during 
day and night so that not a gloomy corner can 
be found, and last, but not least, it is well 
ventilated. The building is also easily acces- 
sible from the city. It is located at the city 
limits, but street car service is of the best. 
Two paved roads also iead to the grounds, 

The ticket sale campaign is now being staged, 
The support given by business men is most 
gratifying. Prior to the opening date efforts 
will be made to sell at least $12,000 worth of 
advance tickets. Many business men are show- 
ing their spirit by buying a number of books 
for the entire week. 


The committee is also in communication with 
chautanqua and lyceum managers and secre- 
taries thruout the Middle West. Efforts are 
being made to bring these managers here to 
select talent for 1921 chautauquas. Scores of 
letters from managers and secretaries in States 
adjoining Iowa have already been received, giv- 
ing information that they will be here without 
fail. 


Visitors and delegates to the convention will 
no doubt wonder what kind of a city is to be 
their home for eight days or more. Waterloo 
has a population of about 37,000, and is located 
in Rack Hawk County, being the county seat. in 
the heart of a prosperous farming section. There 
are numerous industries in the city, which make

it the greatest industrial center of the State. 
Waterloo manufactures more gasoline engines 
each year than any other city in the world, and 
the yearly output of farm machinery, cream 
separators and tractors is enormous, 

Waterloo boasts of a live commercial organiza- 
tion, namely, the Greater Waterloo Association, 
and numerous civic clubs which believe in doing 
things. These organizations work hand in hand 
to entertain in a worthwhile manner all visitors. 

The business districts of the city are generally 
pleasing to the eyes of the visitor. There are

hotels, and hundreds of minor business establish- 
ments. The wholesale district is composed of 
Several large grocery houses, hardware, papers 
and other merchandise houses, Two daily news- 
papers, one morning and one evening, are pub- 
lished in the city, and have an extensive cir- 
culation thru Black Hawk and adjoining 
counties, 

The residence districts are especially beauti- 
ful, and there are many homes in Waterloo which 
cost considerablo more than $10,000, some reach- 
ing as high a figure as $100,000 and $50,000. 
There are two parks in the downtown district, 
one on each side of the Cedar River, which 
divides the city. Another large park, with a 
fine golf course, is located on the west side, 
while on the east side Cedar River Park affords 
recreation amid fine trees and shrubbery. The 
municipal bathing beach is located in this park. 
There are other minor parks and playgrounds 
located in various parts of the city. Near the 
convention grounds is located Waterloo’s chief 
amusement park, 

Four railroads lead into the city. The street 
car system reaches every part, while direct con- 
nection by interurban lines are made with three 
cities of the State. Cafes and restaurants are 
numerous, and the majority serve good quality 
of food at reasonable prices. All of the leading 
hotels have cafes in connection. 

Waterloo has attained a reputation in the 
State of being a ‘Convention City,’’ and has 
entertained some important conventions of note.

season it takes the form of ‘“‘Opportunity,”’ a drama of the stock market which beat the 
barrier against Al Woods’ similar play, ‘‘Crooked Gamblers,’’ and got presented one night 
earlier than its rival.

Presented immediately after the armistice “The Americans in France” 
might have enjoyed a short spell of popularity, but it was foredoomed 
by its tardy appearance and its inadequate cast. In addition to the fact 
that it opens up a field for thought on the American-French entente, 
which interests comparatively few people in America now, new problems 
having arisen, like the mere matter of getting coal and shelter and the 
necessities of life without exchanging life itself for them, to the exclusion 
of international affairs, it has no real dramatic or comedy value. It does 
contain, it is true, plenty of shrewd comments on our native conceit, and 
not a few engaging slams at the Americanism which is being so vocifer- 
ously accented just now by powerful malefactors to distract attention 
from their own flagrant contempt for the laws of the land to which they 
profess such unselfish attachment. 


Frank Kingdon was altogether excellent as the well-bred French 
land owner, and Madeleine Durand, in an insignificant bit, was lifelike 
and pleasant. Interesting in a passing way to the confirmed theater- 


goer, the play reflects no great honor to M. Brieux and less to Messrs. 
Ditrichstein and Shubert, who killed whatever chance it might have had 
by an inferior company—PATTERSON JAMES.

for Charley Miller, with Ringling Bros.’ Sbow, 
also with shows, fairs and carnivals, I am 4 
prop. man, but was not able to work either this 
or last summer. I need money so that I can 
go to Denver for my health, Have never had 
to ask for help before. If any or my friends 
can help me I will be very thankful.’’ 

Upon fnquiry The Billboard received the fol- 
lowing letter from L. T. Sidwell, superintendent 
of the hospital: “Mr. Robbins came in here 
about two months ago more deaf than alive. 
He is suffering with pulmonary tuberculosis an! 
he is confined to bed most of the time. He has 
improved quite a jittle since he came, but still 
has lots of trouble in his lungs. He is also 
quite badly crippled in his wrists and ankles, 
due to some sort of arthritis. As to his financial 
condition, we do not believe that be has any 
money except what small amounts his friends 
have given him.”

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STEEL PICNICS 
Bring Throngs to Kennywood 


Thousands of Steel Workers and 
Families Enjoy Outing at 
Pittsburg’s Most Pop- 
ular Park 


By MARIE RITA McSWIGAN 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 26.—Kennywood Park 
has received the lion’s share of industrial out- 
ings this season, Located in a community whose 
interests are so greatly devoted to the production 
of vast quantities of steel and iron, ana ciose 
to the greatest mills in the country, with its 
vast entertainment facilities it has become the 
logica] playground for the workers. 

The mill picnics were started in August, 1919, 
by the Carnegie Steel Company for its em- 
ployees at the Duquesne works. The first picnic 
was so successful in the way of promoting good 
feeling between the employees and the company 
that they decided to repeat the Duquesne out- 
ing and to give picnics to their empiwyees at 
Braddock, Homestead and the Pittsburg works, 
Then the parent company, the United States 
Steel Corporation, took up the matter of em- 
ployees’ outings. The National Tube Company 
and the American Steel and Wire Company fol- 
lowed suit by scheduling big picnics at Kenny- 
wood this season. Next year, it is thought, 
owners of the large independent mills wii ar- 
range picnics for their employees «a:so. 

The first industrial picnic this season at Ken- 
nywood was that of the Braddock Steel Mills, 
Carnegie Steel Company, which brought more 
than 25,000 employees and their families to the 
park on July 3. Such an enjoyable time was bad 
that the officials of the company asked the park 
meunagement to reserve the same date for the 
1921 season, 


On July 31 the Homestead branch, Carnegie 
Stecl Company, held its mammoth outing, at- 
tended by more than 40,000, The engineering of 
this big picnic was so skillfully managed that 
it was featured in all of the Pittsburg news- 
papers. An old and little used road was filled 
in and practically rebuilt for automopue and 
motor truck traffic so that there would be ne 
congestion on the main highway between Home- 
stead and Kennywood, Emergency trucks, 
equipped with hydraulic jacks, patroliea tne 
main roa@ on guard against anything that might 
delay the movement of the street cars, Four- 
teen motor trucks spent an entire day and night 
hauling edibles to the park. In less than two 
hours everyone in the big playground had been 
served hot dinners. A system of telephones 
was installed in all the cafeterias and dining 
pavilions and 400 waiters were kept busy send- 
ing thovsands of sandwiches and pilates or 1¢ce- 
cream here and there by way of electric car- 
riers improvised for the occasion. It took 54 
hours to cut the bread by machine and 18 hours 
for three machines to slice the ham. fourteen 
acres were cleared for automobile parking space 
and 1,000 or more autos were checked. Additional 
checking space was arranged for and a whole 
new dance floor was laid for the colored workers 
and their dusky ladies. Lost children could be 
reclaimed at two tents erected for the purpose. 
A hospital tent and three ambulances and doc- 
tors and nurses took care of the casualties, Ice 
cream cones and lemonade were treely dis- 
tributed everywhere. The entire picnic was 
free to the workers. The dinner was free of 
charge, as were the 730,000 amusement tickets. 
The steel works were closed down at six the 
night before and loss of a day and a half’s out- 
put was considered a negligible factor against 
the happiness of the employees. Motion pic- 
tures of the picnickers were taken and some of 
them are being shown by the Pathe News 
Weekly thruout the United States.

James is now 75 years ‘young,’ but is lively 
as a cricket, and can do a real oldtime song 
and dance, Business with us is fine, All are 
Equity and A, A. F. members.”’

Of Oklahoma Railroads Postponed to 
September 8 

Every owner or manager of a circus or car- 
nival who can possibly do so should be present 
at the hearing of the railroads before the Cor- 
poration Coumission of Oklahoma at Oklahoma 
City September S, whieh has been called for 
the purjpwse of estallishing a uniform rate for 
the movewent of shows. The hearing had been 
set for August 23, but was postponed to Septem- 
ler 8S on account of there being fear that the 
(ommission had no jurisdiction until after Sep- 
tember 1, 

The notification, known as Cause No. 4025, of 
the Corporation Commission, was sent to the 
following railroads: Arkansas Western Railway 
(o., Atehbison, Topeka & Santa Fe Ry. Co.; 
Ieaver, Meade & Englewood R. R. Co.; Buf- 
f-+« Northwestern R. BR, Co., Chicago, Rock 
Isitnd & Vacifie Ry. Co.; Clinton & Oklahoma 
Western Railway Co, Ft. Smith & Western R, 
Nn, Ft. Smith, Poteau & Western R. R. Co.; 
Colorado & Santa Fe Rv, Co., Kansas Citr, Mex- 
ico & Orient R. R. Co: Kansas, Oklahoma & 
Gulf Ry. Co.; Kansas City Southern Ry. Co, 
Midland Valley R. (Co, Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Ry.; Missouri Pac fie R. R. Co., Oil 
Vieldg Short Line K R= Co., Oklahoma, New 
Mexico & Pacific Rv Co; Oklahoma South- 
western Ry. Co, Ohmulgee Northern Ry. Co., 
Pittsburg County Ry. (o., Poteau Valler R. R.

“It appearing that at ths time there is no 
general scale or basis of rates, and that with 
the exception of two cuirriers operating in this 
State schedules have not been filed 

“And it further appearing that the method 
pursued by all railroads is upon what is known 
as a contract basis, said contracts naming rates 
diferent, covering the same show on different 
lines. 

“It also appears that rates demanded for 
transportation of such slows, carnivals, etc., 
exceed the rates authorized by the Administra- 
tion during the period so operated to such an 
extent that the rates are claimed to be pro- 
hibitive, 

“It ds therefore ordered that an investigation 
be had with the view of establishing rates and 
such other rules relative to the transportation 
of shows, carnivals, ete., between points in 
Oklahoma, as the evidence may determine.”

AN OPEN LETTER 


From Sydney S. Cohen to Alfred S. Black 


President of Motion Picture Theater Owners of 


America Writes Regarding Un- 
fair Competition 


Dear Sir: 


The Committee of Independent Exhibitors of 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of America 
appointed under the instructions of the Cleve- 
land Convention to remedy the evils of unfair 
competition in the exhibiting field sincerely 
regrets your inability or unwillingness to appear 
before its members, 

The committee is engaged in a task which 
ought to appeal to all friends of the industry 
and especially to the great body of motion pic- 
ture theater owners who have no producing or 
distributing affiliations, and whgse investment 
can only be protected by intelligent and united 
action. 

We hope that you will appear before our com- 
mittee and furnish us with data concerning the 
activities of members of the First National Cir- 
cult to which you allude in your letter to the 
trade press. The scope of the Committee's 
activities is large enough and its purposes are 
earnest enough to take up such evils as exist 
in New England according to your statements. 
You may rest assured that the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners are deeply concerned in the 
welfare of the independent exhibitor. If you 
will furnish us with evidence which will war- 
rant action on our part we will get to work 
immediately and leave nothing undone to abate 
the dangerous practices to which you allude in 
your statement, 


If, for any reason satisfactory to yourself, 
you do not wish to appear before the committee 
personally, we will be glad to have you send in 
the facts, which we suppose are in your pos- 
session, Our organization was formed to fight 
and check all unfair competition no matter 
from what source or quarter it may develop. 

Let us tell you in the plainest terms that 
our organization is neither directly nor in- 
directly affiliated with First National, tho at- 
tempts bave been made to have it appear so. 

Your suggestions and “leads” as to an Inves- 
tigation of certain phases in the development 
of the First National have been anticipated by 
the Cleveland Convention, which appointed a 
special committee for the investigation of fran- 
chise and booking plans. This committee is 
gathering data and will be under obligations 
to you for forwarding to it any facts which 
you may care to supply to its chairman, If 
your claim of friendship for the independent 
exhibitor is founded on fact, you wfll have 
nothing to fear from our committee, which 
represents the independent exhibitors of the 
country, 

You ask “Why did Mr. Coben and his com- 
mittee refuse to admit the press at their meet- 
ing with Mr. Zukor?’* Our answer is—this was 
done at the request of Adolph Zukor, presi- 
dent of the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, 
who. after hearing and reading some of the }et- 
ters and affidavits of independent exhibitors 
of New England relative to threats and intimi- 
dations made by you and your representatives, 
asked us in justice to you to give you an op- 
pertunity to defend yourself. Mr. Zukor stated 
that this was a personal matter of his organ- 
ization and he did not want the press present. 
We might also state that he vehemently de- 
nounced tactics as alleged in the letters and af- 
fidavits to us about yourself and representa- 
tives, 

As to your question: ‘*‘Why was it that the 
recent meeting of the Connecticut exhibitors, 
which Sydney Cohen attended, was turned into 
a First National banquet?’’ This is our answer: 
The Motion Picture Theater Owners of Amer- 
ica sent out at its own expense a notification 
to all exhibitors in the State of Connecticut, 
asking them to meet for the purpose of form- 
ing a State organization and suggesting an af- 
filiation without national organization. It was 
indeed the same invitation that had been ex- 
ten¢c-d in every other State. The response was 


gratifying, as you way have gathered from the 
report of the trade papers. 

With the banquet following the convention 
and with the presence at the banquet of repre- 
sentatives of the First National and with the 
attempt to spread First National propaganda, 
we had nothing whatsoever to do.

But the scenes and colorful settings are so di- 
verting that most any theme would be benefited 
by such a background The lighting and camera 
work ate truly amazing and worth many a visit 
ts» the Criterion The use of the flashback is 
utilized with skill in depicting thru a fairy tole 
te reason for the marriage of an American girl 
to a worldly nobleman, This permits going back 
to the period of moats, walled castles and ro- 
mantic lovers whose dreams are rudely inter- 
rupted by a title-loving father who sells bs 
beantifnl daughter to the highest bidder, Mae 
Murray is a delight aa the white robed princess, 
and this is a radical departure from the con- 
ventional plot telling. 

While the main part of the drama is strained, 
its characters failing to draw sympathy, despite 


their evident suffering, there is an undeniable 
charm in the Oriental sets, with the stirring maj- 
esty of the turbulent elements blending with the 
artistic delicacy of warm interiors superbly 
lighted.

Speaks About First National 
Franchise 


Since the purchase by Harry M. Crandall, 
theater magnate, of Washington, D, C., of 
the First National franchise considerable dis- 
cussion has occupied the trade press. Mr, 
Crandall takes issue with Tom Moore regard. 
ing his statement concerning the National 
Booking Company, In part he says: 

“I want to gay for the benefit of everyone 
that when I bought the First National fran- 
chise for Delaware, Maryland and the Distr'ct 
ef Columbia, the Nativynal Booking Company 
was not even mentioned te me, and has no 
connection whatever with my First National 
franchise, nor have I been approached since 
about the booking combine, Nor could anyone 
force any First National franchise holder jato 
it, and those that went in probably knew just 
what they were doing. 

“I can say nothing about th> National Book- 
ing, as to whether it is a good or bad propo- 
sition, because it has never been outlined to me. 

“I must agree with Mr, Moore on one point— 
that the new plan of Assoviated First Nationa! 
is not so good for the original twenty-six mem- 
bers as it used to be. They are sacrificing 
much in the way of protits and time to divide 
with the other exhibitors of the country, and, 
whereas I say I do agree with him that it is 
net so good, I must admit that it is more 
or less of a self-sacrifice aud in no way has 
any selfish motives—and after a'l it is the only 
plan that can and will make First Nationa! the 
greatest factor in the motion picture industry 
for years to come. The twen‘y-six original 
franchise holders will no more be able under 
the new plan to charge the exhibitor what thes 
see fit, and their own houses not at all, and 
put the profit in their pockets. And it seems 
to me that this is the part «f the new idea 
that did not anneal ta V Moore, hecanse he 
almits he tried to persuade the other members 
that they were pursuing the wrong course.”

NEBRASKA 

There is no State license. Motion picture 
theaters are licensed by the various cities. 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR MOVING PICTURE 

MACHINE BOOTH 

FRAME. To be made of at least 14-inch 
by l!janch by %-inch angle or tee irons, as 
fullows: 

Pour outside horizontal members at top and 
bottom. 

Four corner uprights. 

Intermediate uprights on sides and inter- 
mediate members on roofs, spaced at least 
every two feet. 

Doorway to be two feet wide by at least 
fve feet high, with am angle iron framing. 

All joints in frame to be made with 3-16- 
inch steel plates, to which each angle iron or 
tee jron Shall be riveted or bolted by the use 
of at least two ‘,-inch bolts or rivets, Ail 
bolts or rivets te have fat heads, said heads 
always to be placed on exterior side of booth 
ang properly countersunk, 

SIZE. Each room, compartment, booth or 


enclosure in which a motion picture machine 
or device is installed must be pot less than 
seven (7) feet in height, with area of floor 
soace varying in accordance with the number 
of machines or devices installed in such bvotha 
as follows 
1 Picture machine .....cceccscccscece Ox ft. 
1 Picture mach.ne and 1 stereopticon. 9x 8 ft, 
2 Victure machines and 1 stereopticon.12 x § ft, 
COVERING OF BOOTH. Sides and top of 
booth ard main or entrance dvovr shill be 
covered with hard asbestos boards or as estos 
building lumber, of a least %4-inch thickness, 
or their equivalent, or with steel or galvanized 
sheet 1ron of not less than No. 20 U. S. gage. 


The asbestos, or its equivalent, shall be so 
cut and arranged that vertical joints between 
boards shall always come ever an angle or tee 
iron, to which it shall be gecurely fastened 
bry means of proper bolts and nuts, spaced not 


mere than six inches apart. The sheet metal 
shall be so eut and arranged that joints shall 
always come over a member, be overlarped 


and belted or riveted to such member; bolta 
or rirets to be spaced not over three inches 
on centers. 

FLOORING. Floor shall be made of two 
parts, an upper and a lower floor. Lower floor 
may be made of wood, %-inch minimum thick- 
ness, supported on lower leg of horizontal angle 
irons Rest ng on this floor shall be a floor 
made of hard asbestos board, asbestos bulld- 
ing lumber of “\-inch minimum thickness, of 
an equally goed non-combustible material. 

OPENINGS. There shall be not more than 


two openines in the beoth for each machine - 
one for observation by the operator and one 
for operation of the machine. Opening fer 


machine shall be not more than six inches 
high and twelve inches leng. Opening fer 
operator shall be not mofe than four inches 
wide or more than twelve inches high. The 
two openings for each machine ehall be pro- 
vided with gravity doors, constructed of metal 
not less than 3-16-inch in thickness; when 
closed they shall overlap the openings at least 
two inches on all sides, and be arranged to 
tlide, without binding, in properly constructed 
grooves; said doors to be held open normally 
by use of a fine combustible cord fastended to 
a fusible link whieh melts at a temperature 
of 100 degrees F., the whole so arranged that 
the deor may be easily released and closed by 
hand.

properly constructed grooves, and which, when 
closed, shall overlap ventilator openings at 
least two inches on all sides; said doors to be 
held open normally by use of a fine combusti- 
ble cord fastened to a fusible link which melts 
at a temperature of 160 F., so arranged that 
the doors may be easily released and closed by 
hand, 

Near the center of the top of the booth 
shall be a circular opening of not less than 
ten inches in diameter, the upper side of sald 
opening to be provided with an iron flange, 
same to be securely fastened to the tee irons 
supporting the roof. Securely fastened to this 
flange shall be a metallic vent pipe of not 
less than tea inches im diameter, said pipe 
leading to the outside of the building or to a 
special incombustible vent flue; all parts of 
vent pipe to be at least six inches from any 
combustible material. 

For the comfort of the operator it is impor- 
tant to provide for a constant current of air 
to pass outward tbrough the operging or vent 
flue at the rate of not less than thirty cubic 
feet per minute when the booth is in use. 

BRICK, TILE OR CONCRETE BOOTHS, If 
the room, compartment, booth or enclosure is 
constructed of brick, tile or concrete, it shall 
have walls not less in thickness than eight 
inches, except that if reinforced concrete is 
used the thickness need be only four inches. 
The ventilation and general arrangement of the 
booth and the protection of openings shall con- 
form with the requirements of above. 

PORTABLE BOOTHS, Portable booths 
shall not be used in any theater or public hall 
in which a permanent booth has been or is 
installed, but sball be used only for the 
temporary one-night exhibition of motion pic- 
tures in places of assemblage, such as halls 
belonging to commercial organizations, churches, 
achools, etc, where it is deemed impracticable 
to install permanent booths made in accordance 
with the above speifications. 

MACHINES The motion picture machines 
must be securely fastened to the floor to pre- 
vent accidental overturning or moving of same. 

A shutter must be placed in front of the 
condenser, so arranged as to be automatically 
closed when film is stationary. 

No artificial light shall be used in any room, 
compartment or booth in which a motion pic- 
ture machine is installed except that produced 
by electricity All electric wiring must be 
bronght into the booth in iron conduits. One 
light will be allowed for each machine and 
one for the rewinding bench, but all such lights 
shall be provided with wire guards, and rein- 
forced cord shall be used for pendant purposes. 
If house lights are controlled from within the 
booth, an additional emergency control must 
be provided near the main exit and kept at 
all times in good condition. 

No films shall be exposed in the booth at the 
same time other than the one film in process 
of transfer to or from the machine or from 
the upper to lower magazine, or in process of 
rewinding. A separate metal case, made with- 
out solder, shall be provided for each film when 
the same is not in the magazine or in process 
of rewinding, said films to be kept in these 
cases. No material of a combustible nature 
shall be stored within any booth except the 
films needed for one day’s operation. 


At least two gtandard hand chemical fire 
extinguishers shall be provided, one inside the 
Dooth and located in an accessible place within 
easy reach of the operator, the other located 
outside of the booth near the door to same. 

Neither smoking nor the keeping nor use 
of matches shall be permitted in any booth. 
room, compartment or enclosure where a mo- 
tion picture machine is installed. 


Each machine, while in operation, shall be 
in charge of an experienced operator. 

The entrance door to the motion picture 
machine booth shall be kept closed, but not 
locked, when an audience is in the building. 


NOTICE. Doors and exits in every theater, 
moving picture gallery or other place of amuse- 
ment where combustible films over ten inches 
fn length are used there shall be not less than 
one exit three feet wide by six feet six inches 
high, and where the seating capacity shall be 
more than 200 there shall be two exits, which 


shall in all cases be located at the opposite 
end of the room from whence is operated the 
operating booth. 

In every theater or other place of amuse- 
ment above the first floor there shall be at 
least one outside exit of not less than three 
feet in *width and six feet and six inches in 
height, and lor every 300 persons for which 
seating capacity is provided, on each floor of 
said building, there shall be one additional 
outside exit of above dimensions, all of said 
doors to open outward and to remain unlocked 
at all times during a performance or when 
there are more than twenty persons in said 
theater or place of amusement.

In answer to your letter of inquiry of recent 
date permit me to say that in Nebraska minors 
are not barred from attending moving picture 
shows. Whether or not such shows may be held 
on Sunday is left to the respective municipalities; 
most cities bar them. 


All theaters, moving picture galleries and 
other places of amusement must have proper ex- 
its opening outwardly, which shall be not less 
than three feet wide by six feet six inches high. 


I enclose herewith a copy of a circular gotten 
out by the State Fire Commission Department. 
It contains a copy of the moving ‘picture theater 
sperifications in force in this State.

Licenses for operating a moving picture thea- 
ter in this State are granted by the municipalities 
and not by county and State officials. 


NEW MEXICO 


There is no legislation taxing motion picture 
theaters. 


NEW YORK 
No State HMcenses. All licenses for motion 
picture theaters are fixed and regulated by the 
various municipalities. 


NORTH DAKOTA 

Sunday exhibitions are unlawful. No law reg- 
ulating admission of minors into motion picture 
theaters. 

Section 7 of the License Law of 1919 provides 
as follows: 

Section 7.—License Fees. The annual license 
fees for such places herein described are as fol- 
lows: Any owner, manager or proprietor of 
theater and moving picture show, $50 per year; 
provided, that where such theater or moving pic- 
ture show is not located in any incorporated city, 
but is operated in a village or rural district, the 
license fee shall be $10 per year; provided, that 
where moving picture show is operated in one 
building under the same management, one li- 
cense shall be sufficient. 

No other taxes except the above mentioned are 
required in any part of the State,

We learned that 
this luncheon had been arranged for by an 
employee of one of Mr. Gordon's theaters in 
New England. We wrote to this party asking 
him to kindly postpone the luncheon to some 
other date in order not to interfere with our 
convention, This man was asked to send a tele- 
gtam or letter to the exhibitors of Connecticut 
to call off this luncheon and the National Or- 
ganization offered to defray the expenses in- 
cidental to the wires and letters calling off the 
luncheon, but he refused to do so, 

We note your claracteérization of the Cleve- 
land Convention, of which you disapprove so 
severely, but neither we nor any one else noted 
your appearance on the floor, and it seems to us 
that under the circumstances you could not 
possibly have left the floor, unlesa your enter- 
ing and leaving occurred in the attacks on our 
officers on the patient and empty chairs in the 
convention hall, where they were found the 
next morning and disposed of by the swift, 
summary and unanimous condemnation of the 
delegates.

You say that if there is any trouble witb 
any exhibitor you prefer to fight it out in the 
trade press. A moment’s reflection must con- 
vince you that euch a method is impractical. 
First of all the trade press has not the space 
to fill its columns with lengthy controversial 
matter. Second, no possible practical conclu- 
sion can be reached by such a procedure, 

In the friendliest of spirit we again urge 
you to appear before our committee, You may 
depend upon the most fair and courteous treat- 
ment being accorded you. We have purposely 
deferred action on the large budget of informa- 
tion touching your alleged methods to give you 
an opportunity to set yourself aright. Neglect 
of this opportunity on your part permits of 
but one conclusion, We have answered all your 
questiong fully and fairly in the generous belief 
that they were asked in good faith. 

Under the circumstances the fair and honor- 
able thing on your part is to meet and answer 
our questions. If the information filed with 
this committee is found to be one-sided or ill- 
flavored after a hearing we will deem it a plain 
duty to give the facts the widest publicity and 
circulation.
